’A SH IN G TO N . June 2— Every man and 
woman who works for a living will be 
affected in some way if the proposed wag* 
control bill is adopted by congress and en- 
acted Into law 


Only a handful of the 45,000,000 persons 
gainfully employed will ever s»« or read the 
10,000-word bill which seals their fate as 
workers in America and probably only a 
small number of legislators will ever read 
it either 
It, therefore, becomes a public duty to tell 
what the unprecedented bill contains snd 
what extraordinary power over the. life of 
the citizen will he assumed by the federal 
government in the event the hill should be. 
come law-. 
In the first place, the bill empowers the 
commission of five who sip to administer 
the proposed law to Include In its scope 
whatever classifications it may desire. As 
finally introduced in congress, the hill does 
not say whether employers of less than 20 
or less than 
15 or less than 
8 will 
be 
covered by the measure, but leaves this to 
be determined In the future, presumably by 
congress, but with broad power* to the com­ 
mission to mnke changes. 
It is for this reason difficult to say how 
many workers will he affected by the m ini­ 
mum wage provisions because so many in­ 
dustries already have what is conceded to 
be the minimum that probably w ill be adopt­ 
ed: namely, around $15 a week. and manv 
Industrie* likewise have a work week of to 
hours or less 
The measure, however, is not merely a 
means of controlling minimum wages and 
maximum hours. It is broad enough so that 
with slight changes the whole subject of 
wane control rail, bp covered. If put Into law, 
the Corcoran bill -so named after Its author, 
Tommy Corcoran of the “ brain trust — will 
really put all employer* ann employes under 
such 
rigid 
government 
regulation 
as 
to 
working ronditions and possible rompens*. 
lion that wage scales as a whole h ip bound 
to be affected as well as the cost of living 
for those who have to purchase the products 
in which price Increases will Inevitably re- 
suit from the government a system of wage 
control. 


T H E Corcoran hill would really make labor 
$ 
unions 
superfluous After 
reading Its 
provisions, one wonders what 
there is left 
for a labor union to do snd lust why 
any 
worker should bother to pay due* when all 
the functions of wage regulation will be 
supervised 
by 
the 
federal government 
through the wage control board 
Likewise, there will he little use for state 
governments when this bill is enacted Their 
powers over local Industry and wage* and 
hour* will continue insofar as they may seek 
to Improve the minimum wage or decrease 
the maximum work week. But the fed eral 
power assumed is of such a broad nature 
that, lf goods produced Inside a state happen 
to compete with goods outside of a state 
which have conformed to the federal stan­ 
dards, the wage and hour hoard can issue an 
order preventing the producer from shipping 
hi* goods info Interstate commerce or from 
shipping it to his customer who may have 
planned to ship it Into Interstate commerce. 
The discretionary powers vested In the 
federal wage and hour board un int redibly 
far reaching Take the following paragraph 
as an example: 
"H aving regard to the policy of the con­ 
gress to extend the applicability of the pro. 
visions of this act with respect to en oppres­ 
sive work week to all employments within 
the scope of this act as rapidly as possible, 
the boaVd shall from time to time by regu 
at ion or order declare, auch provisions ap 
plicabla to employments within the stupe of 
this act as rapidly as the board finds that 
such provisions can be made applicable to 
such employment* without unreasonably cur­ 


tailing the earning power of the employe in 
such employments ” 
Not content with this virtual grasp of the 
whole 
lawmaking 
function, 
the Corcoran 
bill goes on to vest discretion of even wider 
sort, as follow* 
"H a v.ng due regard to the minimum wage 
regulation or bv order vary such standard 
reg ulation or by order vary such standard 
upward or downward at to all employes qr 
ss to any class or classes of employes to the 
extent that. the board finds a variation neces­ 
sary or appropriate to prevent the depres­ 
sion of general wage level* below- those con- 
alatern with the maintenance of a minimum 
wage standard of living necessary for health 
and efficiency, without unreasonably cur- 
tailing opportunities for employment.'* 


T 
H E R E S enough In these paragraphs of a 
contradictory character to make the pro­ 
vision *e*»m unworkable, because it is next 
to Impossible to determine some of the 
broad questions specified, but 
the board 
nevertheless could Issue It* orders right and 
left and cut through the whole structure of 
business and Industry as well as all service 
businesses and profession* because the Cor­ 
coran bill provides 
"A n y person who w illfully performs or 
aid* or abets in th# performance of any act. 
declared to be unlawful by any provision 
of this act shall bp guilty of » misdemeanor 
and. upon conviction, shall be fined not 
more than $500 or tin prisoned for not. more 
than six months, or both \\ here the employ­ 
ment of an employe In violation of any pro­ 
vision of this act or of a labor standard 
order is unlawful, “ ach employe so employed 
In violation of auth provision shall consti­ 
tute a separate offense " 
So It doesn't m a tte r w hat experimenting 
the, federal wage and hour board may do. 
1^ any of Its multifarious orders or. rules 
are violated the employer may go to jail. He 
can go to Jail, too, for failing to keep "re c ­ 
ords requited by this act or any regulation 
or order thereunder" and it doesn’t matter 
whether he has been paying the minimum 
wage or keeping the work week at the right 
maximum hour. Che records of his business 
must at all fin n s be conducted according to 
the way the federal wage and hour board 
says they must be kept and he must make 
available at a 1! times to government agents 
all payrolls and data of every kind relating 
to employment. 
Then, too, the federal wage and hour 
hoard Is to have power to "define and ne 
lim it employments in which 
person* are 
deemed to be employed in an executive, ad 
mlnisfrative, 
supervisory, 
or 
professional 
capacity or as agricultural laborers." 
lf all this sterns complex and excessively 
governmental the reader will find that the 
Corcoran hill omits nothing that anybody 
could possibly think of to include Thus it 
says: 


“ IT GR the purpose of regulations and or- 
* 
der*, the board may classify persons 
and matter* within Its Jurisdiction and pre­ 
scribe different requirement* for different 
classes of persons or matters." 
Evidently Tommy Corcoran didn t miss a 
thing, but the prise sentence in the bill 
reads as follows 
"The ■tegular includes the plural and the 
plural includes the slngulsr.” 
Since President Roosevelt has indorsed 
the hill and demanded its passage at this 
session, every citizen who hasn't an oppor­ 
tunity to read the bill for himself might, of 
course, insist that hi* representative or sen- 
ator at least take the trouble to read the 
document before voting on it. surely not an 
unreasonable 
request 
with 
respect 
to a 
measure which, like Fascist Italy and Fascist 
Germany, puts the power over wages and 
hours and working conditions into the hands 
of the executive who controls the commis­ 
sion of five to be appointed to execute the 
bill if enacted into law
